HOW THEY VOTED ANYWAY 





Behind closed doors, and without public consultation, Edmonton's city coun- 
cil approved a move at an Epcor shareholder meeting on April 17 to separate 
the company’s power generation business from its other operations, The new 
company, Capital Power, will make an initial public offering of shares rep 
resenting about 25 per cent of the new company, which Epcor expects to be 
completed this year. 

The assets under Capital Power include 31 power-generating facilities 
across North America, which generate 3,300 megawatts of owned or oper- 
ated power capacity. Power transmission, water, and wastewater business 
remain under Epcor’s control. Epcor, a municipally-owned company, also re- 
ceives a “golden share” under the move, which gives it veto power over any 
decision to relocate the headquarters of Capital Power away from Edmonton 
Last year, Epcor provided the city with a $130 million dividend. 

In order to reach a decision on Capital Power, a preliminary “straw vote” 
of councillors was taken, before the mayor voted in favour as the city’s share- 
holder board representive. 

No public consultations took place before the decision was made because of 
disclosure rules under securities regulations.

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EPCOR CHALLENGE 
LAWSUIT FILED OVER CREATION OF 


CAPITAL POWER 





Retired Edmonton lawyer Bill Pidruchney 
filed a lawsuit against the city and Epcor on 
June ll, hoping to halt the sale of shares in 
the newly created power company Capital 
Power, which was formed with Epcor assets. 
In the statement of claim, he contends 
that city council acted outside its powers by 
approving the creation of the new company 
ina non-public meeting, and that because 
the citizens of Edmonton own Epcor they 
must be consulted on a deal of this magni- 
tude. None of this has been proven in court. 
Pidruchney, a former chairman of the 
Alberta Securities Commission, hopes the 
lawsuit will halt the sale of shares in Capital 
Power, and that the city will hold public 
meetings and eventually a plebiscite on the 
issue. : 
“I'm upset with the process,” he said ina 
press conference outside City Hall announc- 
ing the statement of claim. “I don't know 
if | would be for it or against it, because we 
know nothing about it. If it were a good 
enough deal, | would vote for it. That's what 


it boils down to. We've got to know. We have 
the right to know.” 

A citizen group called Our Power has 
sprung up in opposition to the creation of 
Capital Power and the selling of shares, and 
Pidruchney is working with them. About 60 
people were in attendance at the first meet- 
ing on June 17 at the Lion’s Senior Centre on 
Tl Avenue. 

“This is not a frivolous action,” Pidruchney 
said at the meeting. “I am satisfied there are 
improprieties here.” 

Jim Wachowich, a local lawyer and con- 
sumer advocate, also has concerns about 
the way the decision was made. “In part, this 
appears to be an end run around opposi- 
tion to privatization by keeping it secret,” he 
says, “which prevents the public outcry from 
getting in the way.” 

There are valid reasons in the corporate 
world for keeping information confidential, 
he says, but in this case the asset is also 
publicly owned, and he's not convinced the 
deal struck the proper balance between 
those two concerns.

When you're dealing with CanRock gadfly Nardwuar the Hu- 
man Serviette and party-rocker Andrew WK., business gets 
done in an unconventional way. Take their new seven-inch 
compilation album A Wild Pear, which Nardwuar got off the 
ground using a method that's one part Nigerian e-mail scam, 
one part Internet chain letter. Think of it as “unconventional 
conyentionalism.” 

“Well, I did some interviews with him,” Nardwuar begins, 
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“and after I do interviews with people, I put them on a spam 
list: ‘Now you will be on my spam list after this.’ I don’t expect 
anyone to respond to my spam list e-mails, but Andrew WK 
responded to me several times. See, | was thinking about doing 
a split seven-inch and | thought why not ask Andrew W.K.? 
When I interviewed him, he professed a love for the Canadian 
band The Leather Uppers, and | love doing Canadian-themed 
split albums. It just seemed logical! 

“L would buy records when I was younger and I would get on 
the bus and I would see that there were liner notes on the record 
and would be so stoked,” Nardwuar continues. “I would read a 
bit of the liner notes but I didn’t want to read all of them ’cause 
I wanted to save some of them for later. Then I'd get off the bus 
and I would walk home and I'd get home and I would put the re- 
cord on and I would read the liner notes and I would eat cheese 
and I would just get into it and love it!” 

Okay, that was kind of a tangent. What were we talking about 


again? Oh yeah — A Wild Pear, which Nardwuar modelled 
after the homophonically titled 1968 seven-inch compilation 
A Wild Pair by The Staccatos and The Guess Who. Combine 
Nardwuar’s obsession with classic Canadian rock, his band The 
Evaporators, Andrew W.K.’s inexhaustible desire to party (and 
to write party songs), the art of cartoonist Mitch Clem and you 
have a love child like none other.

As for Andrew W.K., well ... if rock and roll were a frat- 
house, then Andrew W-K. would be the guy who always 
seemed to show up with the best beer, the most unbridled 
energy, and the cleanest white T-shirt and pants (if you 
ignore the bloodstains — don't worry, the blood is all his). 
His 2001 single “Party Hard” appeared in everything 
from videogames to movies to softcore porn. 

But in 2005, a contractual tiff with his manager pre- 
vented him from releasing any CDs in the United States. 
To other artists this would be a career-ender, but Andrew 
W.K. figured that when life gives you AIDS, you make 
lemonaids, Or something like that. Anyhow, he concen- 
trated on putting his music out in Japan and South Ko- 
rean instead. 

“In 2005 I started taking responsibility for everything 
in my life,” he says, “and that was really empowering: No 
longer was I a victim of outside forces or circumstances, | 
was in control. I started to listen to that voice in my head 
-. It's a nice voice. It's a voice that sounds the smartest 
.. the wisest. I guess that's the voice that people would 
call God — but it’s a voice that we all have and it's always 
there. It's really loud but it sometimes can be interfered 
with by things from the outside world and things other 
than that which is inside of you. 

“But at the same time, we create that too. When you 
Start to listen to that instinct or that spirit, it is yourself. 
It's that indescribable self. It's the self that creates the 
idea of who we are or what we are or what we are sup- 
posed to be doing with ourselves. It's what makes us us. 
That voice can be as hard or as easy to follow as we want 
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delivered motivational speeches at several Ivy League | 


universities — a side career that only sounds incongruous 
if you've never been on the receiving end of his unfail- 
ingly positive monologues about approaching life as a 
nonstop opportunity for fun. Luck, in his view, is a series 
of meteors falling from the sky — all you have to do is 
leave your house and try to get in their way. The hardest 
part is leaving the house 

“T’ve had the pleasure of looking back on my experi- 
ences and the decisions I made or the circumstances | 
reacted to,” Andrew says, “and I can’t imagine it having 
gone any other way and I’m very grateful that it has gone 
the way it has. It has been a lot of what felt like painful or 
tricky decisions at times, but | feel these ordeals I’ve gone 
through are important, because they pull out the best in 
you and they force you to go beyond yourself. That's how 
you grow. 

“J didn’t realize it at the time because | wanted things 
to be easy and familiar, but then my life started to get in- 
tense, just like everybody's life is intense, but my life was 
intense in this one particular way that it was a pattern 
in which | wasn't able to follow the pattern. If someone 
would have told me 10 years ago that I would be doing 
all these different things | got to do I probably would 
have quit. I would have been overwhelmed. We are all 
very lucky to have risks presented to us because as long 
as you go for it, whether it's a big failure or a big suc- 
cess, you are going to be going for it. And that's what

Try telling an 18-year-old whose in- 
terests involve indie pop and the arts 
that there’s an advantage to living in 
Fort McMurray. Go ahead; I don't 
think he'll believe you 

But as Nils Edenloff talks about his 
band, The Rural Alberta Advantage, 
you can see the positive aspects and 
life-informing experiences that an 
upbringing in northern Alberta can 
afford you. Edenloff grew up in Fort 
Mac, and completed his engineering 

egree at the University of Alberta 
before moving to Toronto in 2003 in 
an attempt to jumpstart his music ca- 
reer. It was only after leaving €-town 
and Alberta that he became wistful 
and understood our province's (often 
subtle) charms 

Now that The Rural Alberta Ad- 
vantage — filled out by Ontarians 
Paul Banwatt and Amy Cole — has 
gotten the Pitchfork seal of approval 
and been signed to the Saddle Creek 
record label (co-founded by Bright 
Eyes’ Conor Oberst), people the 
world over are about to discover the 
upside of living in Wild Rose Coun 
try. Actually, the people in Camrose, 
Wetaskiwin, and Edson would prob- 
ably like to know what the advantage 
is too. Nils? 

“The name itself came from my 
brother,” says Edenloff from his 
home in Toronto, resting up before 
the band embarks on a North Ameri- 
can tour in support of the re-release

of their disc Hometowns. “He sent 
me an e-mail when he was heading 
down to our farm, saying ‘I’m just 
heading down to the farm with some 
girls, exploring the rural Alberta 
advantage.’ 

“The province had just retired the 
‘Alberta Advantage’ slogan,” he con- 
tinues, “and having grown up with 
that, I was inundated with ‘Yeah, 
oil and gas, this is the Alberta ad- 
vantage.’ It wasn’t until my brother 
mentioned the rural Alberta advan- 
tage that I was like, ‘Oh my God, it's 
all of those quiet points, the non- 
industry things in Alberta, that 1 
instantly remembered.’ At the time, 
that phrase struck a chord with me 
It wasn't until I moved away that I re- 
alized how much of an impact grow- 


ing up in Alberta had on shaping 
the type of person I ended up being 
You move away from your home- 
town and you end up getting closer 
to it, in a way. I think the rural Al- 
berta advantage is embracing where 
you come from, and recognizing 
the things that you may have taken 
for granted.” 

With Albertan song titles like “The 
Ballad of the RAA” (which includes 
the line, “We invariably left the prai- 
ries in my heart / Since they never 
moved an inch. / Does the love go 
home with the wild rose?”), “Ed- 
monton” (“What if I’m only satisfied 
when I’m at home / Sitting in a city 
that'll never let me go?”) and “Death- 
bridge in Lethbridge,” the RAA are 
true to their name. But couldn't this 


alienate listeners who’ve never even 
seen a prairie, much less visited 
Lethbridge? Edenloff thinks not. 

“While the songs themselves have 
my own Albertan references,” he 
says, “I feel like the overall themes 
and topics that are touched on are 
universal. Everyone had to leave 
some hometown. There are so many 
people going from their hometown 
to a bigger place or somewhere dif- 
ferent, and with these songs, there 
are a lot of themes that a lot of peo- 
ple can identify with, without being 
Albertan or even knowing anything 
about Alberta.” 

He'll be putting that hypothesis 
to the test in the following months, 
with shows scheduled everywhere 
from Sled Island in Calgary to halls 








in Los Angeles. “This year we'v 
started playing shows in the States 
he says, “and I think the name will 
kind of bring out the Canadians to 
the shows, or Albertans who are just 
like, ‘Wow, man, this is crazy, I cant 
believe this, it's so great.’ 

“When I was leaving Alberta, | got 
to Toronto and a bunch of friends 
had moved there too, and we had 
this sort of pride, this Albertan 
pride. When you go to a bigger place 
like Toronto, when you first move 
here, you feel like a number, so you 
want to identify yourself as being 
different. You embrace the things 
that make you you. If you sing about 
personal things, and about real sto 
ries that you have, it comes across as 
more honest.”

Jimmy Cobb is 80 years old and he's 
been playing music for almost all 
of them. When he was just 18 years 
old, he was backing up Billie Holiday 
and he could fill up an entire inter. 
view just talking about being a young 
jazz drummer in the '40s and '50s, 
knocking around his hometown 
of Washington, D.C., playing in a; 
quartet with Frank Wess, a quintet 
with Charlie Rouse, and going on 
the road with Earl Bostic and Dinah 
Washington. He keeps up an active 
recording and touring schedule even 
today. (“You have to be in shape to 
drum like me,” he says. “I play hard 
and strong, so | have to be hard and 
strong.”) So it must be vexing that 
the only thing it seems people want 
to hear about is what happened in a 
recording studio over a couple of days 
in 1959. 

Of course, when those sessions 
produce an album like Miles Davis’ 
Kind of Blue, you can't blame folks 
for being a little curious. Kind of 
Blue is the Citizen Kane of jazz — 
the album that routinely gets voted 
the greatest jazz record ever made, 


and probably the best-selling one as 
well, a rare case of critical acclaim 
and mass popularity overlapping 
perfectly. Along with Dave Brubeck’s 
Time Out and John Coltrane's A 
Love Supreme, it's one of the few 
jazz albums even non-jazz fans can 
be counted on to have in their record 
collection; few sounds instantly set 
a mood of effortless, sophisticated 
cool like those chords at the start of 
“So What.” 

Jimmy Cobb is the last surviving 
link to the creation of that casual, 
almost accidental masterpiece, and 
he has been for a while: Miles Da- 
vis died in 1991, saxophonists John 
Coltrane in 1967 and Cannonball 
Adderly in 1975, pianists Bill Evans 
in 1980 and Wynton Kelly in 1971, 
and bassist Paul Chambers in 1969 
He's become the custodian of Kind of 
Blue's legacy almost by default — he’s 
currently marking the album's 50th 
anniversary by recreating it live with 
a group he calls The “So What” Band 
— but he remains modest about his 
own contributions. 

“I've had people tell me that if 
[Miles Davis’ longtime drummer] 
Philly Joe Jones had done it, it 
wouldn't have been the same,” Cobb 
says, “because he played a differ- 
ent way. I don’t know. To me, with 
all those guys around you, anybody 
could have done it. That's basically 
how I look at it. A lot of drummers 
could have done that. I was just for- 
tunate enough to have been there 


~s 


at the right time and to have.come 
up with what needed to be come up 
with. I figure I’m a lucky guy.” 

Cobb even downplays his contri- 
butions to the album's. musical in- 
novations, such as its popularization 
of so-called “modal jazz,” a liberating 
approach to composition which re- 
quired musicians to improvise over a 
few simple scales instead of chords. 
“Modal jazz wasn’t that much of 
a challenge to a drummer,” Cobb 
says. “You just had to keep time and 
stay true to the mood of the music. 
The heat was on the other players,

having to improvise over just a few 
chords and a few scales — it was a 
lot harder for them than me. The 
drummer doesn't have to change his 
stripes, you know? You just pull it in 
when you have to and let it out when 
you have to.” 

Cobb admits it can get a little over- 
bearing at times having to tell the 
same stories about Kind of Blue over 
and over again, but he also recog- 
nizes that having played on that al- 
bum opens up a lot of doors — what 
young musician wouldn't want to 
play with Jimmy Cobb and hear all 





those firsthand stories about Davis 


and Coltrane? (“I get all the action! 
Cobb says.) <j egl 

Like every other jazz fan, Cobb lis 
tens to Kind of Blue all the time. He 
says he wouldn’t change a moment 
of it, not even the mistakes. Wait — 
there are mistakes on Kind of Blue? 
“I made one mistake on it,” he says 
“There's a cymbal crash I made on 
“So What’ going into the solos, but 
it turned out to be what people liked 
about it. So I figure, if it's meant to 
be, it's meant to be. Whatever hap- 
pened there — that's fate.”

To get at the essence of Gypsophilia’s 
2009 sophomore album, all you have 
to do is repeat the title, Sa-Ba-Da-

Doesn't that feel good? 

My delivery was cautious and 
stilted on my first attempt — it didn't 
have nearly the sly style and smooth 
smile a phrase like “sa-ba-da-OW!” 
deserves. So when I find myself 
chatting with Ross Burns, one of 
three guitarists in this swingin’ gyp- 
sy jazz septet, he chuckles over the 
phone from Halifax, where the band 
is based, and gently corrects me. 

“It's a little bit of a scat phrase,” 
explains Burns. “Like the way you 
would, without saying any words, 
sing a musical idea. And certainly 
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when musicians get together and 
they're talking to each other and 
they’re trying to describe a certain 
sound or a certain mood or energy or 
even just a part of a song — it's like, 
‘Okay, let's go back to the top of the 
page where it goes “Sa-ba-da-ow!”"” 

To Burns, the onomatopoeic title 
parallels the band’s sound nicely, as 
it's flexible, open to interpretation, 
and energetic. Inspired by Django 
Reinhardt's nimble and shimmer- 
ing guitar style, Gypsophilia’s jazz 
hops along, tossing in elements of 
klezmer, funk, and classical, jump- 


- ing to distraction every chance it 


gets. While the exchange between 
leads, from trumpet to piano to vio- 
lin to guitar and back, is ceaseless, it’s 
also seamless. 

“We had just come back off the 
road, which is the thing that really 
honed and sharpened all the music 
that we were playing,” says Burns. 
They took three days to record the 
album, leaving the tape running the 
whole time they were in the studio. 
Recording even the rehearsal takes 
left them with the album version é

entire band bursts into a spontane- 
ous group vocal. 

“We were just going through this 
certain section,” Burns says. “I think 
it was Matt and Gina, the trumpet 
player and violinist, who weren't 
playing their instruments ‘cause they 
were both saving their energy for a 
take when they thought we were 
really going for it. So, because no 
one was playing the melody, we just 
started singing it because we were all 
hearing it — that's what was running 
through our heads as we were play- 
ing the accompaniment. Then every- 
one jumped in and started singing 
elaborate harmonies.” 

You can hear the laughter, the ca- 
maraderie, and the gleeful attitude 
that permeates their music. They're 
notorious out east for inciting dance 
parties at their live shows. They even 
played a prom a couple of weeks ago 
in Halifax. I know, I thought that 
only happened in the movies too — 
even Burns thinks it was unusual. 

“Tt feels like a serious feather in 
the cap to have finally played a high 
school prom,” says Burns. “I wish it

Going solar no longer a nightmare

It's now easier than ever to generate your 
own electricity in Alberta while remaining 
tied to the electricity grid. 
That's because new 
regulations came into 
effect Jan. 1 that simpli- 
fy the process of con- 
necting a home-sized 
Green Guide tenewable energy sys- 

tem to the existing grid. 
The regulations apply to any low-emission 
form of power generation: solar, wind, 
hydro, cogeneration and fuel cell 

Formerly a 60-step nightmare, the process 
is now down to five or six steps, said 
Gordon Howell, an electrical engineer and 
solar advocate who installed -Alberta’s first 
system in 1995. 

Howell's company, Howell-Mayhew 
Engineering, helps people with the paper- 
work but he says it’s now simple enough for 
people to do themselves. 

“You hire a qualified electrician to supply 
you with equipment and install it,” he said. 
“Yes it will cost more but it'll cost way less 
than your SUV.” 

The first step is to call the company that 
distributes electricity in your area, such as 
Atco Electric or FortisAlberta, for example. 
This is not the same as the retailer; look on 
the bottom part of your bill, Howell said. 

Your distribution company should send 
four pieces of information to get you started. 
Once approved, you're ready to buy and 
install a system

Dollars and cents 


The cost of solar is still a major hurdle 
standing in the way of mass acceptance 
Systems for home use can range anywhere 
from $10,000 to $100,000 but $50,000 would 
be typical for a system to supply all the pow- 
er for an average city home. 

Compared to the up-front cost, the savings 
are low. A typical home system would gen- 
erate about $324 worth of electricity a year in 
Edmonton and $411 in Calgary. 

Howell's own system, which he bought in 
1995, cost $28,000 to install and delivered 
annual savings of $130. A similar system 
installed now would cost about $19,000 and 
save $275 a year, putting the payback period 
at 69 years. 

Howell prefers to use cost per kilowatt- 
hour (kWh) to compare generation methods. 
Solar currently costs about 29 cents per kWh 
whereas.Edmonton’s regulated rate was 12 
cents in 2008. 

About three quarters of Alberta’s grid elec- 
tricity comes from burning coal, says the 
2008 annual report Alberta Electric System 
Operator. Howell argues that the low price 
represents a subsidy because it doesn’t factor 
in environmental and health costs associated 
with the emissions. If these costs were 
added, fossil electricity would cost three 
times as much, making solar competitive, he 
said. 

Alberta’s system for compensating micro- 
generators is called net-billing, which sees 
grid-tied microgenerators paid the market 
tate for excess electricity they feed back into 
the grid. 

What Howell wants to see is a “feed-in tar-

iff,” which adds a premium to the price that 
microgenerators are paid. In Ontario, for 
example, microgenerators receive four times 
the market price for their excess electricity, 
That province is considering doubling that 
amount. 

Alberta has a long way to go to catch up 
to Ontario and other leaders like Germany 
and California, Howell said. 

“Alberta has what, 110 systems now, and 
Los Angeles alone has tens of thousands,”

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Hiuminating 
eco-lightbulbs

Amid the green revolution, it might be dif- 
ficult for some consumers to tell the differ- 
ence between eco-friendly and eco-fake, but 
experts suggest the jury is in for one house- 
hold item— the light bulb. 

Compact fluorescent 
light bulbs (CFLs), use 
up to 75 per cent less 
electricity and last up 
a to 10 times longer than 
Green Guide the average household 

incandescent light 
bulb, according to Energy Star, a subsidiary 
of the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency. 

But CFLs haven't been without their fair 
share of controversy ; 

One issue is the mercury used to power 
them, an ingredient potentially harmful to 
users and the environment, but one expert 
Says it’s all industry propaganda 

‘The mercury side of it is a bit of trying to 
pull the wool over people's eyes so they 
will buy something else,” explained Richard 
Krause, an energy consultant with Carbon 
Busters 

According to Krause, CFLs, like all fluo- 
rescent light bulbs, contain a minute 
amount of mercury that’s only harmful if the 
bulb is broken or improperly disposed of.

In fact, Krause argues there is far more 
mercury released into the environment from 
coal-generated electricity, which accounts 
for more than half of Alberta’s power, than

CFL light bulbs. 

“You're emitting mercury into the atmos- 
phere freely every time you use a kilowatt 
of power here in Alberta,” Krause said. 

According to Energy Star, the average CFL 
contains four milligrams of mercury while 
many older thermometers can contain as 
much as 500 milligrams. 

Even though fears over mercury poison- 
ing may subside, Krause maintains that all 
CFL light bulbs need to be properly recy- 
cled. Several companies in the Capitol 
region offer a special CFL and fluorescent 
recycling service. Home Depot is one, offer- 
ing consumers a free drop-off recycling bin 
for fluorescent bulbs at all locations. 

According to Michael Kalmanovitch, own- 
er of Earth's General Store in Edmonton, 
fluorescent recycling programs are popping 
up all over the place and making it easier 
for residents to make the CFL switch 

“Home Depot is doing a good job of let- 
ting people drop off their fluorescent tubes, 
and I think you'll see a lot more of that hap- 
pening,” said Kalmanovitch. “People have 
to realize this [mercury] is something that 
needs to be captured, not just crushed.” 

But Krause identified one still-standing 
issue — rural areas where residents might 
find themselves at the far end of a trans- 
mission line 

“For those people it would be better to 
stick with incandescent,” Krause said. “Until 
that is corrected they’re going to have prob- 


lems with compact fluorescents.”

For more than three decades there has 
been talk of a solar revolution, the seductive 
idea of harnessing the sun’s energy and con- 
verting it into electricity. 

The potential is huge 
and the pressure is on.

Green Guide climate change. Gas 


stations’ posted fuel 
prices keep growing with no end in sight. 

Solar power is clean, abundant, free and 
inexhaustible. It has the possibility to power 
cities of tens of millions and transform the 
world’s poorest slums. For visionaries, it is 
the Holy Grail. 

While European governments have long 
made strides in yoking the elements such as 
solar and wind energy, Nordi America has 
been slow to provide financialincentives for 
these new technologies. 

Current solar technology costs more to 
build and install than most people are will- 
ing to pay. According to several Internet 
sources, collecting one kilowatt per hour of 
solar energy (about one-third of the electric- 
ity used on a given day by an average 
household) costs approximately $11,000. 

“The whole concept is fabulous. It’s get- 
ting better and better, but it’s not ready for 
mainstream. It’s not priced for payback,” 
says Barry Campbell, owner of St. Albert’s 
independently operated Rona. As an exam- 
ple, he cites a high-energy condo project 
that looked at using solar panels. 
Unfortunately the payback was 25 years, too 
long a period to match the price point. 


Campbell, who carries primarily landscape 
lights, a bug whacker and a double-duty 
clock/flashlight, believes more research is 
needed. “Obama has thrown a lot of money 
at the industry and hopefully with research 
done, it can have a revolutionary aspect and 
get to the point it’s affordable,” adds 
Campbell. 

Down the street at Canadian Tire, there is 
a more expansive selection of solar alterna- 
tives. Green seeking consumers may be 
reluctant to invest in pricey rooftop panels, 
however they are flocking to reduce their 
energy costs with budget solar accessories. 
Pointing to garden lights, store manager 
Gord Fletcher says, “They are the trendiest 
and fastest selling.” 

Canadian Tire also carries a solar screen 
house for camping that powers at night with 
LED lights. Another valuable camping tool is 
a crank flashlight with a digital tire gauge 
that charges using hand power. One minute 
of cranking is equal to 20 minutes of light. 

The box store also sells four low-end, 
photovoltaic solar panels producing varying 
degrees of energy for use in off-grid appli- 
cations such as RVs, boats, gate openers and 
electric fences. Unfortunately, while 
Canadian Tire offers the widest selection of 
solar equipment, the only technical support 
for installing them is the instructions in the 
box. 

Interestingly enough, some of the area’s 
most devoted solar pioneers are RV 
campers. Woody’s RV World on St. Albert 
Trail has already sold 30 high-end photo- 
voltaic panels since January. Part of their 
success stems from a small staff offering per- 
sonalized service that educates mainstream 
consumers and provides technical assis- 
tance.

RV campers are in a league of their own, 
interested in investing and experimenting 
with the technology before the average per- 
son opens their wallet. Most are limited solar 
geeks with little practical knowledge of a 
solar panel’s circuitry. They simply want to 
increase their RV’s battery power when dry 
camping. 

But problems can arise if a consumer 
wires a solar panel without understanding 
how it functions when hooked to an RV’s 
already existing circuitry. In most cases a 
poor installation minimizes the technology's 
efficiency or it can fry the system. 

But consumers eager to invest in the tech- 
nology are also curious about its functions. 
Woody's recognizes this black hole. 
Employees such as Giuliano Blasco make it 
a point to educate walk-ins about the tech- 
nology and discuss their energy needs. 


“The average person watches a couple of 
hours of TV, runs the lights, the water pump 
and the fridge. If you use a microwave 
which uses a great deal of power, you need 
to add an inverter system and that affects 
whether you need two panels.” Inverters 
convert the energy from solar panels (which 
collect DC power) and transform it into A( 
power (which we draw from our outlets) he 
explains. 

He believes once the consumer—under- 
stands how the technology works and prob- 
lems are solved, solar becomes more attrac- 
tive. “Most people who have it, swear by it 
Blasco says. 

Even though current solar technology 
costs more than most people are willing to 
pay, the implications are staggering. But this 
renewable energy revolution will require a 
re-think of the entire system.

How strange it feels to own My Din- 
ner With Andre on a pristine DVD 
Louis Malle’s 1981 film is the latest 
release from the prestigious Criteri 
on label, and it has Criterion’s usual 
sumptuous packaging and tastefully 
chosen extras, including new inter- 
views with stars Wallace Shawn and 
Andre Gregory by filmmaker Noah 
Baumbach 

It's: quite an upgrade from the 
version of My Dinner With Andre 
1 owned when I was a precocious 
14-year-old film buff who never 
missed an episode of Sneak Pre- 
views, the show Gene Siskel and 
Roger Ebert used to host on PBS. I'd 
even watch a lot of those episodes 
twice, and it didn’t matter to me if 
the films they were discussing would 
never play Hamilton, Ont., where I 
lived, or if they were rated R, which 
meant I'd never be allowed into the 
theatre to watch them. 

My Dinner With Andre was one of 
the movies they championed most 
enthusiastically back then, and so 
when it was broadcast on PBS a cou- 
ple of years later, I didn’t just watch 
it — I sat there in front of the TV set 
with my little audio tape recorder, 
holding the microphone up to the 
speaker, and flipping over the cas- 
sette every half hour, trying to miss 
as little of the dialogue as possible. 
Ah, the days before VCRs! Since the 
film was pretty much all dialogue, it 
didn’t lose much in the translation to

my audio-only cassettes, and | must 
have listened to that recording doz- 
ens upon dozens of times. I’d put it 
on as | went to sleep, or listen to it 
in my room on rainy Sunday after- 
noons — as well as plenty of sunny 
ones. And then I moved away from 
home and somehow those cassettes 
were either misplaced or thrown out, 
I don't really remember which. 

Now My Dinner With Andre has 
come back into my life, in much the 
same way that Andre Gregory comes 
back into Wallace Shawn's life at the 
start of the film — an old friend full 
of wild stories, come to shake me out 
of my workaday complacency. In the 
film, Shawn and Gregory play lightly 
fictionalized versions of themselves: 
Shawn is a playwright, Gregory a glo- 
betrotting theatre director. They're 
meeting for dinner in a fancy res- 
taurant, and Shawn's discomfort 
in these expensive surroundings is 
quite lovable — he orders quail for his 


main course and when the dish ar- 
rives, he exclaims, a little disappoint- 
edly, “Oh ... I didn’t know they were 
so small.” 

The two men haven't seen each 
other for years, and the first section 
of the film consists of Gregory's ac- 
counts of all the crazy experiences 
he’s been having — teaching theatre 
workshops in a Polish forest, going 
on a retreat to the Sahara with a Ti- 
betan monk, getting buried alive as 
part of a macabre Halloween ceremo- 
ny — while Shawn listens politely, if 
a little dubiously. The film then sub- 
tly turns into a friendly debate about 
the proper way to live one's life, with 
Gregory arguing for the importance 
of magic and transcendental, quasi- 
mystical experiences in exotic lands, 
and Shawn the pragmatist extolling 
the simple pleasures in life — a quiet 
night home with his girlfriend, a cup 
of cold coffee in the morning, put- 
ting on his little plays, and reading 


Charlton Heston’s autobiography. No 
one wins the debate, but they do both 
agree that a life lived mechanically, 
a life without joy and wonder, is no 
life at all. 

When I listened to My Dinner With 
Andre all those years ago, Gregory 
was the one I waned to be when | 
grew up. I wanted to have crazy ex- 
periences out in the forest — | really 
could see myself eating sand in the 
Sahara or agreeing to being buried 
alive, just to be able to say I’d done 
it. Now, 20 years later, I see that I’ve 
become more of a Wally — the sol- 
ace of a cup of coffee and Charlton 
Heston's autobiography seems pretty 
appealing to me these days. (Also, 
the film takes a much more skepti- 
cal view of Gregory's adventures 
than I realized when I was younger. 
I laughed, for instance, at the way 
Gregory prefaces his tale of being 
buried alive by casually mentioning 
that it happened at “Dick Avedon's 


place out on Montauk.”) 
I imagine I'll keep on having dif 
ferent reactions to My Dinner With 


Andre every time I see it, notic 
ing different ironies, being swayed 
by different arguments, changing 
my opinion as to just how much 
genuine wisdom Gregory's notions 
contain-and how much of them are 
nothing but bullshit. 1 could see my- 
self watching it just to savour Jean 
Lenauer’s enigmatic performance as 
the elderly waiter. 

But I can't see myself ever failing 
to be refreshed, emotionally and 
intellectually, by this wonderful, 
spellbinding film — or moved by the 
simple, perfect ending, with Satie's 
“Gymnopédie No. 1” playing on the 
soundtrack as Wallace Shawn peers 
through the window of his cab, re- 
membering his life, and anxious to 
get home to his girlfriend and “tell 
her everything about my dinner 
with Andre.”

While most people believe that the 
media gradually desensitizes you to 
violence and loud noises, I'm fully 
convinced that Transformers: Re- 
venge of the Fallen was designed to 
deaden your senses even before you 
leave the theatre.

Chasing Our Tales

This Friday, Metro Cinema screens 
Prairie Tales 11, the latest collection 
of a long, ongoing series of Alber- 
tan-made short films. The collec- 
tion presents a fairly wide range of 
works, with many of the 16 films 
sharing little in common beyond 
the geographic location of their 
directors. 

As is to be expected with short 
films, many of the Tales serve pri- 
marily as stylistic experiments. But 
whether you're personally drawn to 
the sort of dark and twisted anima- 
tion found in The Fall or the sweet, 
minute-long Water Cycle, which tells 
the story of an emotionally isolated 
raincloud, these Tales will give you 
something to love. 

Personally, I quite enjoyed Eva Col- 
mers’ Luz (4% trxx), with its one- 
Person cast and stark black back- 

» ground, and featuring an interpretive 
dance directed toward the energies of 
4 single lightbulb. The Metro's pro- 


gram offers some hint as to what this 
all means, but I'm less interested in 
interpreting these sorts of short films 
than in enjoying what they offer sty- 
listically and tonally. Luz, as the title 
suggests, depends largely upon its 
lighting, which accentuates the com- 
pelling dance and blends seamlessly 
into the soundscape, the flicking of 
the bulb providing much of the mu- 
sical content. 

For my money, though, the col- 
lection’s strongest film is undoubt- 
edly Trevor Anderson's The Island 
(*%&& kx), which opens on the 
director trekking across a flat and 
barren winter landscape, narrating 
about a piece of hate mail he once 
received wishing that all “faggots” be 
stranded on an island where they can 
“give each other AIDS.” It’s a feel- 
good film. Really! 

Anderson wonders aloud what 
such an island would be like, and 
as layers of animation are super- 
imposed over the screen, the film 
quickly takes on a jubilant tone. A 
happy island soundtrack drowns 
out the sound of crunching snow, 
playing along with the inventive 
visuals as animated power lines vi- 
brate in tune to the strumming of 
guitars. The frigid Albertan snow 
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transforms into the island's pristine 
white sand, and Anderson's tracks 
take on the appearance of footprints 
left in the sand only to be quickly 
swallowed by the lapping ocean 
tide. 

Meanwhile, Anderson responds to 
the letter with an appropriate amount 
of snark, but mostly by transforming 
it into something fun, imaginative 
and socially conscious, complete with 
genuinely hopeful commentary on 
HIV/AIDS. His general thesis: this 
island would be awesome. The film 
is not only successful in its message, 
it's a testament to the transformative 
potential of a little art and imagina- 
tion. And clocking in at about five 
minutes, The Island accomplishes 
a lot, making it a resoundingly suc- 
cessful short film. 

Of course, not all of the films reso- 
nated as strongly (if at all) with me. 
But this is quality work from home- 
grown talent, so I have no qualms fo- 
cusing on the positive — which, luck- 
ily, is not very difficult. And while I'll 
recommend Prairie Tales 11 for Luz 
and The Island specifically, it must 
be said that there's enough here cov- 
ering a wide enough range that you 
will surely discover your own hidden 
favourites.

embraces the ridiculousness; there's 
a kind of gleeful mischief in scenes 
where Black and Cera come across a 
bickering Cain and Abel (Cross and 
Rudd), or first hear mention of the 
sin-drenched Sodom and Gomor- 
rah, and the film abruptly switches 
course to make way for new come- 
dic possibilities. Technically Black 
and Cera are trying to rescue two 
women from their village who were 
sold into slavery, but that premise is 
basically forgotten anytime Cera gets 
a chance to politely ask questions 
like “Which one of the towns has 
more whores?” 

To be clear, not all of the jokes con- 
nect — not by far — but this is a mov- 
ie so eager to please that as soon as 
one gag falls flat, there are two new 
ones coming down the pipe to take its

Every 
single joke is delivered by a man, to 
a man. Does the rampant sexism of 
the period justify it this time? Well 
... the closest anyone comes to ad- 
dressing it is when Black describes 
how smart he feels after eating an 
apple from the Tree of Knowledge 
After explaining how it made him 
wonder about God, his love interest 
(June Diane Raphael) frowns and 
says, “What makes you assume God 
is a He?” 

Black chuckles awkwardly at the 
ridiculousness of the question. “Uh

load-of-this-broad look, “I don't ...

ing, | don't want to do too much, but if | wasn't renting, I'd put a potbelly stove in the corner 
and then it would be perfect. 

Where were you working from prior to moving here? 

| was just off Whyte Avenue in a basement suite, which was a great deal. | mean, it was under- 
ground, but | was used to that because I've been living underground for the last 15 or 20 years 
moving from basement to basement. | had a really shitty summer. | got mono really bad, so | 
was in and out of the emergency. | finally got over it and within a week | got run over by a car. 


While you were riding your bike? 

No, just sitting in some grass. It was ridiculous, and my landlady was great. | told her, “Look 
I'm going to have to move somewhere else because I’m in no condition to start looking for 
roommates.” She was like, "Okay, how does $400 a month sound?” So| had a three-bedroom 
basement suite with a living room and a fireplace for $400 a month. It was great, but my land- 
lady was the niece of the guys who owned the place, and they ended up dying and had to sell 
| didn’t move into a new place right away, because my band was going on tour. 


How did you end up here? 

The guy who owns the place is actually one of my best friends. He sold his lawn company 
to buy this house, and had renters upstairs the entire time. The timing was perfect, though. 
because within a couple of days of me getting back from tour, his renters moved out. It's been 
really good work-wise, because he has a 24 track reel-to-reel recording studio in the basement, 
and he hasn't been able to use it because it makes too much noise with the renters, but now 
we can jam at the house. Moving here has been so amazing. There's so much sunlight.
